The 
applicant argued that a restriction requirement was not necessary in light of 
the present claims being directed to antisense polynucleotides, vectors and 
plants comprising the antisense polynucleotides and since only one SEQ ID 
was identified in the claims. The Examiner agreed that the claims should be 
examined together. 

(F) Other matters : The applicants 1 representative indicated that 
PCT/US00/18364 was inadvertently cited as a Foreign Priority document. 
Applicants' representative will submit a new Oath and Declaration omitting 
the claim of Foreign Priority to said PCT application.
